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The Apollo ll moon landing turned the world into one global village. When 
Neil Armstrong stepped out of Apollo Il on 21 July 1969. at 2.56 GMT. 
more than 600 million people were ready and waiting to watch him take 
the ‘giant step for mankind’. NASA, the American space agency, got the 
pictures back to Earth at 11,160,00 mph, They took three seconds, For 
many people the awesome sight of Neil Armstrong on the moon was1969's 
most astonishing and exciting moment. 

The TV pictures had another purpose. NASA scientists took a succession 
of Polaroid snapshots off their TV monitors which, when enlarged, 
enabled the geophysicists to pick out odd-looking rocks and stones. 
Within seconds, NASA could tell the astronauts to investigate. 

Christopher Columbus is believed to have landed in the New World 
around September 1492. We don’t know the exact date and he was not 
sure about the place. His backers in Spain and Portugal did not know 
whether he had failed or succeeded, and stayed ignorant until he returned 
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Between Christopher Columbus and Neil Armstrong there was a 
revolution in communications. The TV link of Apollo 11 had confirmed 
Marshall McLuhan's ‘global village’. 

Print, said McLuhan, had broken up society into many small groups. The 
electronic media (telephones, radio, television and everything else that 
owes its existence to electricity) have reversed the procedure. The new 
media are creating one big tribe, an electronic global village. Stockbrokers 
in New York and farmers in Borneo watch the same Westerns and the 
same TV ads for the same soap powders. Everybody is involved in 
everybody else's lives - and problems. 

One day some branches of art and entertainment may well utilise artefacts 
from this new era to feed back into themselves, enriching the cultural soup 
as it becomes haunted by sounds and images from earlier times, seen by 
new generations who may in turn recycle the same materia again, each 
time having new meaning.
